He knew they were 
calling upon a Non-entity, and confequently the ex- 
pofing the Folly of fuch an A@tion was the moft 
reafonable thing he could do. But tho” he jefted 
with the Pricits of Baal, he argued with tue Peo- 
ple, and that in a fcrious, and not a ludicrous Man- 
ner. Whence it is evident, that he confidered where 
Irony was proper, and where it. was not. Again, 
as to Socrates, he aéted under the fecond Cafe. 
There is nothing more certain than that he could 
eafily have refuted {erioufly and gravely the things 
which he condemn’d ; bur, as they were covered by 
the Laws, he did not take that Courfe, partly from 
a Principle of Self-prefervation, and partly out of 
Reverence to the Civil Authority, de Credit of 
which, he thought, if he attack’d it in feveral 
Places at once, would be totally deftroy’d. This 
1 5 aple from the Manner of his arguing, which, 
if I may be allow'd fo to expref$ myfelf, was a.

Iw our prefent Political Difputes, no Man can 
pretend that either of thefe Cafes occur. If they 
fhould, they muft alledge chat the Adminiftration 
of publick Affairs is unintelligible; and a Myftery 
without a Meaning; confequently it ever was fo, 
and would be fo in the Hands of any other Miniftry 
than the prefent.
